Document 1 describes a catalyst for waste gas purification that contams a perovskite composite 
oxide represented by the general formula Ai.xAxBi.yB'yOa, wherein A represents a rare earth metal, A^ 
represents Sr or Ba, B represents Fe or Mn, and B» represents Pt, Rh, or Ru, x represents 0.9 to 0.1 and 
y represents 0.9 to 0. It also states that this catalyst is carried by platmum. This catalyst is identical to 

the inventions of claims 1-4. . , . 

Document 2 describes a catalyst for waste gas purification that contains a perovskite composite 
oxide represented by the general formula Lai-xAxEi.yByOa, wherein A represents Sr or Ba, B 
represents Pt, E represents Mn, x represents 0.1 to 0.5, and y represents 0.001 to 0.01. Ttis catalyst is 
identical to the inventions of clauns 1 and 3. 

Document 3 describes a catalyst for waste gas purification that contains a perovskite composite 
oxide represented by the general formula Ai.xAxBi-yB'yOs, wherein A represents a rare earth element, 
A* represents Ca, Sr, or Ba, B represents Pt, Rh, or Ru, B' represents Mn, Fe or Al, 0<x<0.6, and 
0<y<l This catalyst is identical to the mventions of claims 1-4. • 

Document 4 describes a catalyst for waste gas purification that contains a perovskite composite 
oxide represented by the general formula AxBi-xCyC-yOa, wherein A represents La, B represents Ca, 
Sr, Ba, Mg or Ag, C represents Mn, C represents Pt, Rh or Ru, 0<x<l, and 0<y<l . This catalyst is 
identical to the inventions of claims 1-4. 

Document 5 describes a catalyst for waste gas purification that contains a perovskite composite 
oxide represented by the general formula Lao.sSroaMnyM^z^i.y-zOa, wherein M' represents Pt, Ru or 
Rh 0.85<y<l, and 0<z<0,08. This catalyst is identical to the inventions of clauns 1-4.
